The  year  was  marked  by  one  of  the  most  severe  measles  epidemics 
of  this  century o  Cases  occurred  spasmodically  in  November  i960  and 

increased  steadily  over  a  period  of  six  months.  Children  under  8  years 
of  age  were  mainly  affected.  There  were  no  deaths. 

A.  nation-wide  epidemic  of  influenza  reached  Kiveton  Park  in  December 
i960  and  continued  for  eight  weeks.  There  were  two  deaths.  Other 
infectious  diseases  reported  were  dysentery  and  virus  enteritis.  There 
were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  a  further  decline  in  tuberculosis  and  less 
than  the  average  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough,  chickenpox  and  scarlet 
fever. 

Infectious  diseases  no  longer  prove  to  be  a  menace  to  health  and  life 
which  they  were  at  the  beginning  of  the  century.  They  are  becoming  an 
annoyance  rather  than  a  danger  in  childhood  and  a  cause  of  absence  from 
work  rather  than  a  risk  to  life  in  adults. 

The  new  Welfare  Clinic  was  opened  in  Dinnington  in  October  and 
provided  several  new  services.  Ante-natal  sessions  were  started  twice 
a  week  by  the  five  family  doctors  in  the  area,  a  weekly  chiropody  session 
was  held  for  old  people,  two  weekly  sessions  were  started  in  speech 
therapy  and  relaxation  exercises  classes  for  expectant  mothers  were  held 
by  the  local  midwives.  Another  innovation  was  the  re-opening  of  a 
School  and  Child  Welfare  dental  service  after  an  interruption  of  over 
twenty  years. 

The  charges  introduced  on  1st  June  caused  a  substantial  reduction 
in  the  issue  of  orange  juice,  vitamin  A  and  D  tablets  and  cod  liver  oil, 
but  the  change  was  of  no  consequence  as  there  was  a  compensatory  increase 
in  the  issue  of  rose  hip  syrup  and  other  vitamin  preparations. 

The  campaign  against  tuberculosis  continued  with  the  visit  to 
Dinnington  of  the  mobile  mass  radiography  unit  in  October. 

It  is  perhaps  significant  that  deaths  from  violence  are  exceeded 
only  by  the  two  groups  of  circulatory  and  respiratory  diseases.  These 
fatal  accidents  are  only  a  small  fragment  of  the  large  nxmnber  of  accidents 
which  occur  in  the  homes,  on  the  roads  and  at  work. 


The  census  of  I96I  proved  the  accuracy  of  estimated  populations  for 
the  last  ten  years  and  confirmed  the  one  per  cent  estimated  annual 
increase  in  numbers.

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  Their  Own  Homes 

Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families 

In  a  large  scattered  division  such  as  this,  the  district  is 
partitioned  in  working  areas  for  health  visitors,  probation  officers, 
children's  officers,  education  welfare  officers  and  public  health 
inspectors,  so  that  it  is  an  advantage  to  consider  cases  of  child 
neglect  from  limited  areas  such  as  Maltby  or  Kiveton  Park,  so  that  all 
the  social  workers  attending  the  meetings  are  familiar  with  all  the  cases 
on  the  agenda. 

During  the  year,  particular  encouragement  was  given  to  the  attendance 
of  representatives  of  voluntary  bodies  concerned  with  the  care  of 
children. 

Meetings  of  the  Committee  for  the  care  of  neglected  children  were 
held  at  Maltby  and  Swallownest  in  March  and  September  I96I.  Over  20 
members  attended  these  meetings  and  I4  cases  of  neglect ’.were  considered. 

No  prosecution  of  parents  for  child  neglect  were  made  during  the 
year,  which  is  in  accordance  with  modern  practice,  because  terms  of 
imprisonment  rarely  benefit  the  parents  and  sometimes  end  in  the  break-up 
of  the  homes.

Domiciliary  Visiting 

1,035  effective  visits  plus  175  ineffective  visits  were  made  to 
households  of  tuberculosis  patients  dxiring  the  year. 

With  all  new  ca,ses  of  tuberculosis,  an  attempt  was  made  to  trace 
the  source  of  infection.  As  expected,  this  ended  in  failiire  in  a  high 
percentage  of  cases,  but  it  gave  a  purpose  and  method  to  the  work  in 
tracing  and  examining  contacts. 

Sometimes,  it  was  found  that  obvious  contacts  in  the  same  household 
were  not.  as  important  as  social  contacts  or  contacts  at  the  place  of 
employment.  Special  attention  was  given  to  elderly  relatives  not  living 
with  the.  family.  Difficult  problems  were  set  by  vinmarried  male  patients 
who  moved  about  from  one  lodging  to  another  and  by  food  handlers  during 
convalescence. 

Close  contact  was  kept  with  all  five  Chest  Clinics  and  the  Assistant 
Health  Visitor  on  tuberculosis  work  attended  the  weekly  clinic  for 
contacts  at  Rotherham. 

In  the  after-care  of  tuberculosis  cases,  considerable  help  was  given 
by  National  Assistance  Officers,  by  the  Housing  Committees  and  by  Rotherham 
and  District  After-Care  Committee. 

The  outlook  in  tuberculosis  is  optimistic  because  of  the  success  of 
treatment  with  antibiotics,  drugs  and  surgery.

Training  Centre 

The  intake  of  trainees  continues  to  rise  and,  in  spite  of  staffing 
difficulties  etc.,  the  scope  of  work  is  being  steadily  expanded.  During 
the  year,  the  Male  Handicrafts  Instructor  commenced  a  course  of  training 
lasting  ten  months  and  a  temporary  replacement  was  appointed. 

Plans  are  now  well  advanced  for  a  further  extension  to  the  Centre, 
increasing  the  accommodation  to  take  II6  trainees.  This  will  provide  for 
a  Junior  and  Senior  Centre  in  the  same  grounds  and  will  afford  a  considerable 
improvement  in  the  facilities  available. 

Three  buses  are  now  running  daily  to  convey  the  trainees  to  and  from  the 
Centre,  and  cover  the  Divisional  area.  In  addition,  children  are  being 
collected  from  Braithwell  by  one  of  the  buses.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


BRAINii.GE  SEWERAGE 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  Council  accepted  a  tender  of 

£19,900  'the  laying  of  sewers  in  Pirheck  Parish*  When  the  scheme  is 

completed,  the  greater  part  of  Pirheck  Village,  including  the  Hospital, 
will  have  access  to  a  public  sewer.  An  outfall  sewer  is  to  he  laid  from 
Pirheck  over  the  County  border  into  Oldcotes.  Here  the  Council’s  sewer 
will  join  a  sewer  laid  by  Worksop  R.D.C.  and  treatment  of  the  sewage  will 

take  place  at  the  Hodsock  disposal  works.  At  the  end  of  1961',  the 

length  of  outfall  sewer  was  completed  and  a  start  was  made  on  the  sewers 
within  the  village. 

Work  on  the  sewer  and  pirmping  station  at  Woodall  was  virtually 
completed  at  the  year  end  after  almost  two  years  of  extremely  slow  progress 
on  the  part  of  the  contractor.  Arrangements  are  now  in  hand  to  convert 
all  the  closets  into  water  closets. 

During  the  year,  there  was  no  progress  made  in  the  extension  of  the 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Dinnington.  Once  more,  it  was  a  year  of 
experimental  and  trial  work  in  the  treatment  of  gas  liquor  from  the  East 
Midlands  Gas  Board’s  Plant  at  Dinnington.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  was  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  water  throughout 
the  year.  It  is  now  anticipated  that  Sheffield  Corporation  will  take  over 
this  function  from  1st  April,  I962. 

During  the  year,  the  water  supply  was  satisfactory  both  in  quantity 
and  quality. 

There  were  several  fractures  of  mains  in  the  district  due  to  mining 
subsidence  and  the  National  Coal  Board  accepted  responsibility  in  each  case. 
The  number  of  houses  not  connected  to  mains  supply  was  reduced  from  8  to 
7  when  a  cottage  at  Pirbeok  was  given  a  supply.

HOUSING 


During  I96I ^  it  was  possible  to  do  only  a  limited  amount  of 
re-housing  of  tenants  from  sub-standard  houses*  Twelve  new  houses  were 
completed  for  this  purpose,  six  at  North  Anston  and  six  at  Dinnington 
St*  John’s* 

Work  continued  throughout  the  year  on  the  construction  of  5^ 
dwellings  at  Red  Hill,  Kiveton  Park  and  at  the  year  end,  some  46  were 
in  varying  stages  of  completion*  It  is  hoped  that  these  dwellings 
will  become  available  during  I962  and  will  result  in  a  clearance  of  all 
the  current  sub-standard  property  in  the  Wales  Parish* 

No  solution  was  found  to  the  re-housing  problems  in  the  Harthill- 
with-Woodall  parish*  Efforts  to  obtain  building  land  again  proved 
abortive*  By  the  year  end,  however,  it  did  appear  that  there  may  be  a 
possibility  of  obtaining  land  in  Winney  Hill  for  the  construction  of 
twelve  bungalows*  The  Council  became  aware  that  suitable  building  land 
would  be  available  at  Woodall.  Two  meetings  were  arranged  with  the 
Area  Planning  Officer  in  an  effort  to  obtain  planning  clearance  for  this 
land,  but  the  Council  was  \mable  to  obtain  the  necessary  clearance* 
Towards  the  year  end  the  necessity  for  re-housing  tenants  in  sub-standard 
properties  in  Pirvale,  Harthill  was  aggravated  by  mining  subsidence* 
Numbers  54>  58 >  60  and  62  Pirvale  rapidly  assumed  dangerous  cracks 

in  the  fabrics  and  it  was  essential  to  move  the  tenants  with  all  possible 
speed*  The  Council  had  no  alternative  accommodation  available,  but 
fortunately,  the  National  Coal  Board  was  able  to  provide  houses.  The 
Council  has  agreed  to  offer  these  tenants  alternative  accommodation  as 
soon  as  it  becomes  available* 
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HOUSING  (Continued) 


Good  progress  was  made  at  Dinnington  on  the  construction  of 
eight  new  houses  to  accommodate  tenants  of -property  living  near  to  the 
East  Midlands  Gas  Board  Plant  at  Dinnington.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able  to 
re-house  these  families  during  I962. 

Progress  was  also  made  on  the  Dinnington  High  Nook  Site  on  the 
construction  of  22  new  houses  for  general  housing  needs.  The  same 
contractor  will  follow  on  at  the  Red  Hill  Site  with  a  further  26  new 
dwellings.  The  remainder  of  the  I96I  allocation,  twelve  dwellings  are 
due  to  be  erected  at  North  Anston.  Planning  difficulties  on  the  site 
delayed  the  project  but  the  planning  aspect  was  in  an  advanced  state  of 
preparation  at  the  year  end. 

At  the  request  of  local  representatives  and  in  order  to  assist  them 
with  Council  house  tenancy  lettings,  surveys  of  the  application  lists  of 
the  larger  parishes  were  under  taken  by  the  department.  The  applications 
were  classified  so  that  urgent  cases  requiring  re-housing  were  eqsily 
apparent  and  so  that  the  necessity  of  searching  throu^  long  lists  of 
names  was  obviated.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


Itinerant  van  dwellers  in  the  area  of  Magila  Cottages,  North  Anston 
proved  to  be  a  problem  throughout  the  year.  They  are  attracted  to  this 
locality  because  there  are  several  families  living  in  Magila  Cottages 
who  formerly  lived  in  caravans  and  who  have  now  settled  down.  Their 
relatives  and  friends  still  "on  the  road"  find  it  possible  to  obtain  the 
use  of  modern  amenities  in  these  houses  and  wide  grass  verges  on  which  to 
park  their  vans.  Strong  police  action  early  in  the  year  resulted  in  a 
complete  clearance,  but  there  was  a  gradual  drift  back  towards  the  year  end. 
The  Council  finally  decided  to  exercise  their  powers  under  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951  >  'to  apply  for  a  Court 

Order  forbidding  the  siting  of  caravans  in  this  neighbourhood. 

The  Council  found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  a  landowner  at  North 
Anston  for  operating  a  caravan  site  without  having  a  site  licence.  The 
action  taken  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960 
was  successful.  The  owner  also  made  application  for  planning  permission 
to  develop  the  land  as  a  caravan  site,  but  permission  was  refused.  The 
CoTincil  anticipates  that  there  will  be  an  appeal  against  this  decision.

MEAT  AM)  MEAT  IHSPECTIOH 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  again  showed  a 
decrease  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  five 
slaughterhouses  licensed  during  I96O  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  under 
review,  only  one  remained  licensed.  This  was  the  Bacon  Factory  at 
Todwick  where  daily  slaughtering  continued  throughout  the  year. 


The  date  on  which  the  Construction  Regulations  relating  to 
Slaughterhouses  came  into  force  was  1st  October,  I96I.  On  this  date, 
all  premises  had  to  comply  with  the  regulations  before  the  licence  could 
be  renewed.  Only  the  Bacon  Factory  at  Todwick  was  up  to  a  standard 
approaching  that  required  by  the  Regulations  and  the  Council  issued  a 
temporary  licence  to  enable  the  occupier  to  fully  comply  with  the 
Regulations  by  30th  April,  I962. 

Although  the  ntimber  of  animals  slaughtered  shows  a  decrease,  this 
was  insufficient  to  show  any  improvement  in  the  amount  of  time  worked 
outside  normal  office  hours.  Almost  without  exception,  it  was  necessary 
to  visit  this  slaughterhouse  at  some  time  during  every  evening.

Remarks 


A  new  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  fore-and-aft  tipping  freighter  was  introduced 
into  the  Council's  fleet  of  vehicles  in  July  of  this  year.  This  meant 
that  there  was  some  re— organisation  of  staff  and  of  the  areas  cleansed. 

It  became  possible  to  dispose  of  two  of  the  Dennis  vehicles  and  refuse  is 
now  collected  by  two  S.D.  freighters  and  two  Dennis  side-loaders.  The 
two  larger  vehicles  operate  in  the  two  larger  centres  of  population, 
based  on  Dinnington  in  one  case  and  Kiveton  Park  in  the  other.  One  of 
the  Dennis  vehicles  is  responsible  for  cleansing  the  more  rural  areas  and 
the  other  Dennis  has  been  adapted  for  the  collection  of  wet  refuse  and  for 
cesspool  emptying.  As  was  anticipated  in  the  Report  for  i960,  an  order 
was  placed  for  a  properly  equipped  cesspool-emptying  vehicle  and  delivery 
is  expected  in  I962. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  staff  during  the  year. 

Disposal  of  refuse  took  place  at  four  centres;  Quarry  Lane,  North 
Anston;  Rackford  Road,  North  Anston;  Red  Hill,  Kiveton  Park  and  the 
Kiveton  Park  Depot.  At  the  year  end,  only  Rackford  Road  and  the  Kiveton 
Park  Depot  were  being  used.  When  tipping  operations  were  commenced  at 
this  latter  centre,  considerable  trouble  was  experienced  with  fire.  It 
was  necessary  on  several  occasions  to  hire  earth  moving  equipment  to  control 
it.  During  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  question  of  purchasing 
earth  moving  equipment  and  it  was  decided  to  make  provision  in  the  estimate 
of  expenditure  for  I962  towards  the  cost  of  a  rubber-tyred  bulldozer.
